Everyone 
is probably now aware that you receive the best response when writing someone if you 
include a SASE (self-addressed, stamped envelope). However, many people tend to cram 
the smallest envelope inside a larger one for the SASE. Remember, a small envelope 
may only get you a "small" answer. Always use a long business-size (#10) envelope for 


your SASE, and hope for a HUGE amount of information!

He learned the printer's trade and later 
attended the Furman university, at Greenville, S.C., but did not graduate, leaving 
college to become editor of a newspaper. He then studied law, was admitted to prac- 
tice at Greenville in 1850, and for a time was a member of the South Carolina legis- 
lature from that district. Directly after the war he removed to Georgia and was sent 
to Congress from that state as a Democrat in 1868 and again in 1870.

The following Bible record was printed in Margaret Ann Thetford's column, "Fami- 
ly Tree" (Dallas Morning News, Dallas, TX) on Saturday, February 20, 1982. I wrote 
to Mrs Doug Maddux for permission to reprint this Family record in THE PRICES OF 
AMERICA and received the reply, "I was pleased to receive your letter and glad that. 
you wish to reprint the information about the Prices. Yes, you have my permission. 
I do appreciate you including my query also. I sincerely hope that I'll get some 
information from the subscribers on this family." Since Margaret Ann Thetford's 


remarks are so appropriate, I decided to reprint the entire column. 


BIBLE FAVORITE SPOT FOR RECORDING DATA 


Before vital statistics were recorded by a county or state government, families 
usually entered these events in their Bibles on pages specially designated for births, 
deaths and marriages. 


Such entries are usually accepted as proof of relationships, especially if they 
were written close to the occurrence of the event. 


In the interest of preserving such information, we will publish data from family 
Bibles. Be sure to copy the title page, the date the Bible was published, where and 
by whom and the name of the person possessing the Bible today. Copy the entries ex- 
actly as they were written. 


Mrs. Doug Maddux, 107 Redland, Palestine, Texas 75801 submitted this information 
from a Bible in her possession on her husband's maternal line. The cover is missing 
but has the following printed: "Bible translated out of the original Greek with the 
former translations diligently compared and revised, By special command of His Majesty 
James I of England. Printed and published by Mr. Carey, No. 21 Chestnut Street, Phil- 


adelphia, 1814."

p. 362: "I print an account of the death of Dr. Joseph Price which appeared in the 
Shenandoah Valley, New Market, Va., about 1914. 


Death of Dr. Joseph Price 


Less than four hours after he had performed an operation for appendicitis on a 
little girl, Dr. Joseph Price, the noted surgeon, was himself stricken with the same 
malady, and although he immediately went under the knife, he died last Tuesday night 
in Philadelphia, Pa. Dr. Price was born in the dwelling which was replaced by the 
new brick residence on the D. U. Biedler farm, four miles southeast of this town, 
Jan. 1, 1853. He was the son of the late Mr. Joshua Price and wife who was before 
marriage Phoebe Ann Moore, eldest daughter of Reuben Moore, a prominent land holder 
and slaveholder of great wealth for those times in this section. They were married 
in the fall of 1838, and removed to Smithsburg, Md. 


The firm of Price Brothers was unfortunate in business, and Mr. Josuah Price 
withdrew and with his family returned to Virginia to live on the farm which Mr. 
Moore had given his daughter. As Mr. Price sympathized with the North in those trou- 
blous times, and his oldest son, then 21, voted for Abraham Lincoln, in the spring of 
'6l they removed from this section to Ellendale, Baltimore county, Md. 


Dr. Price's success in his chosen fields brought him many positions of honor, 
such as the presidency of the American Medical Association, the Association of Ob- 
stetricians and Gynecologists, the Tri-State Medical Society and the American section 
of the Gynecological Association. He was head of the Price Private Hospital at the 
time he died. 

For many years he was associated in practice with his brother, Dr. Mordecai 
Price, another distinguished surgeon, who died in 1904. 


He is survived by a widow and seven children.

Susanna E., b & d 1851; Mary, b. 1853; Jesse, b. 1856; John M., b. 1859. Any infor- 
mation on the above family will be greatly appreciated.
